A cla.ss of uion lia.s .'ii isi-n 
who are not a.shanieci to prench to ire- 
land tho doclriiin of public pkuuler. 
Thf "state of tliiiig.s in Irelaiul i-t coming 
to a question of law on one hand and 
their lawlo.ssne.'ia on the other. (ii.AU- 
STOXE favorablyeoutrasteil O'Oonnki-l 's 
tidolity to the crown of England with 
Pahnei.l'h hostility to everyniing Kng 
lisb. O'CoNN'KLi., hi' ;>uid, on .'vciv 
occasion, declared his respect for, pro- 
perty, but Pak.skli, ha.s now u new- 
gospel — tbat of plunder — to proclaim. 
Ho sees now that whorons tho rental of 
Ireland is .£17,000,000, landlords are 
entitled to nothing Init tho original 
valuation of land, amounting to i'J, 
000,000.

Alluding tongrsrian crime, fJi.AnsTONE 
asked, what would liap])cn in England if 
punishment of crime proved to be be- 
yond tho c.xertion.s of the otlicers of the 
law '( There a multitude of loyal citi- 
zens would array themselves in support 
of law, but no such thinpj is heard of in 
Ireland. General cowardice seems to 
prevail among all classes who possess 
property, and tho goverilinont is expect- 
ed to preserve peace with no iiionti 
force behind them. That is a great 
scandal and evil for Ireland, and until 
it is removed the condition of Ireland 
will not be thoroughly iicalthy. We 
aro convinced the Irish nation desires 
to tako full advantage of tho land bill, 
but Parn'ei.i, says " no." The govern- 
ment will rely upon the good spusc of 
the pt;ople, because it iji determined 
that no force, or fear of force, or fear 
of ruin through force, .shall jirovont the 
people from having full and free bene- j 
titof tho land act. I call upon all 
orders and degrees of men in tho three ! 
kingdoms to support the government

2. Contingent ujioii the aforesaid it 
has boon further suggested that machinery 
and gearing be erected to strike one of the 
tire bells from tho central office, giving 
the No. of the telophono station (sending 
in tho alarm) or fire department ward, or 
number of tho street, as a moans of giv- 
ing tho quickest possible notice of the ox- 
istouce of a tire, and at the same time as 
nearly as possible locating it to tho d(<- 
partment and the public in gonnral. Thi.s 
work tho Telephone Co. will do for an im- 
mediate outlay of .S700 for construction 
and a monthly payment of .^5 for main- 
taining and operating the same. 

'J. (.)r, tho Telephone Co. will orect tho 
same at their coat, maintain and operate 
it f.ir a monthly payment of S15, guaran- 
ti;ed for three years. 

Del. CJeiger strongly advocated the 
adiiption of this service as it would bo a 
great .saving in wear and tear of unparat ub 
iiud engines as well as drayage, etc. 

Del. Sylvester moved that a commiltee 
bf- appointed to consider and report upon 
the [iroiiosition at next IQCOtittg. 

Del. Uayward spoke ill favor of the pro- 
l>.isition. 

Motion seconded and carried; coin- 
mittco to consist of Dels. Sylv.->ster, Geiger 
and Hay ward. 

Del. (leigur again referred to tli.' .pifs- 
tion of reducing tho .salaries oifitL-is Im- 
longing to the dopartinoiit. 

The secretary read the propnsed reduc- 
tion in salaries a.s prop...sed by Del. (lei- 
gor at la.st meeting. 

Del. WiUiju was entirelN' in favor of re- 
ducing salaries and at once provide ways 
and means fur intiodiiciiig tho telophono 
system into tho service.

colonel; Capt. WolfeiiJen, V. R., that of 
major; and the three captains for Vic- 
toria would bo Capt. Fletcher. V. K., 
Lieut. Green, V. R., and Lieut. Jonea, 
V. G. A. , tho lat and 2nd lioutonanta be- 
ing chosen by .seniority from roniaindor 
of tho otlicera. Taken in connection with 
tho new fortifications which the Imperial 
Oovoniment are about to croct on the 
site of tho prosont ones, which have been 
condemned by Col. Crossniaii, this idea 
of doing away with tho rifles is a very 
riglit and proper course, and one ia which 
tho wholo voluntoor force of tho provinco 
should join.
